BEIRUT, Sept. 23 (AP) — 
Gen, Fuad Chehab was sworn 
in today as the third president 
of independent Lebanon. He 
immediately pledged the with- 
drawal of American troops. 

Chehab was elected by near- 
ly all factions of parliament on 
July 31 as a compromise choice 
to end political tension which 
erupted into open ‘rebellion 
more than four months ago. 

American troops came here 
in mid-July in response to the 
call of Chehab’s predecessor, 
President Camille Chamoun, 
who charged that Gamal Abdel 
Nasser’s United Arab Republic 
was attempting to overthrow 
Chamoun’s pro-western regime. 

Shooting again broke out in | 
Beirut last night and tension 
again climbed after a lull since | 
Chehab’s election. A curfew 
was in force around the clock | 
as a result of mass kidnapings | 
by political factions.

Saturday Election on 
Integration Issue.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Sept. 
23.—A group of Little Rock 
lawyers who announced their 
opposition to Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus’s plan for operation of 
Little Rock schools as private, 
segregated institutions, joined 
a women’s campaign today to 
get out a large vote for racial 
integration at next Saturday’s 


Many of the 62 attorneys ap- 
peared before neighborhood 
groups, assembled by the Wom- 
en’s Emergency Committee to 
Open Our Schools, to empha 
size their opinion that the real 
issue at the election-will be 
whether “we shall open our 
schools under the court-ap- 
proved plan of limited integra- 
tion or close them. altogether.” 


In a newspaper advertise- 
ment for which they paid, the 
lawyers declared that public 
school facilities could not be 
operated legally with public 
funds on a segregated basis, 
as Gov. Faubus proposes to do 
under legislation recently en- 
acted at a special session of 
the Arkansas Legislature called 
by him. 

No Chance to Win. 


The women’s organization, 
headed by Mrs. Joe R. Brewer, 
realizes that the law under 
which Gov. Faubus acted in 
closing the schools to evade a 
federal court order admitting 
seven Negro students to Cen- 
tral High Sehool, gives them 
no opportunity to win in Satur- 
day’s election. 

The law calls for the election 
on tie question of whether all 
schools in the Little Rock 
school district shall be inte- 
grated. It provides for inte- 
gration only if a majority of 
the “qualified electors” of the 
district approve. This has the 
effect of counting each person 
who has paid his poll tax but 
stays at home and does not 
vote as ng integration. 


Nevertheless, an effort is be- 
ing made to demonstrate extent 
of the popular feeling that com- 
pliance with 4he law. as inter- 
preted by the Supreme Court 
of the United States, calling for 
admittance of the Negro stu- 
dents to a high school with an 
enrollment of 2000, is not too 
high a price to pav for preserv- 
ing an excellent school system. 

Citizens Council Rally. 


On the other hand, the Capi- 
tal (white) Citizens Council 
held a spirited rally last night 
in a jam-packed ballroom of 
the Marion Hotel. They 
cheered a lengthy speech by 
William Gerber, a segregation- 
ist, who was introduced as be- 
ing from “Memphis, down in 
Dixie,” in the hall decorated 
with banners and a Confeder- 
ate flag. 


Gerber was counsel for a 
House subcommittee, consist- 
ing of five Southern Congress- 
men and one from Nebraska, 
which investigated public 
school standards and condi- 
tions in integrated District of 
Cdélumbia schools. ‘ 

A minority report by two of 
the subcommittee members de- 
clared the majority report was 
“provocative” and “deals with 
the sordid headline items al- 
most entirely.” 

Much of Gerber’s. oration 
consisted of reading excerpts 
from the committee report 
which attributed the ills of the 
unbalanced Washington educa- 
tion system to integration 
which was carried out on a 
wholesale basis without oppor- 
tunity for planning.

Text of Lehman’s Letter. 

The text of the letter fol- 
lows: 

“IT hope the national board 
will take a strong and affirm- 
ative stand with regard to the 
threat of war arising from the 
Administration’s recent under- 
taking to defend Quemoy and 
Matsu and keep these islands 
in the hands of the Formosan 
regime of General Chiang Kai- 
shek. 

“In 1955, I was one of three 
Senators who voted against the 
Formosan resolution under 
whose terms. our Government 
now claims ‘’ commitment to 
defend Quemoy and Matsu. In 
1955, when this resolution was 
before the Senate, the Admin- 
istration denied that there was 
such a commitment. : 

“At the time, I and other op- 
ponents of the resolution 
charged that it was a blank 
check. It has so turned out to 


be. That check has now been 


filled out by the Administra- 
tion, at the instance of the 
Formosan government, to read 
‘Quemoy and Matsu.’ This 
commitment threatens to de- 
stroy both the unity of the free 
nations and the peace of the 
world. 

Points to Contradiction. 

“President Eisenhower claims 
that the principal involved is 
the question of the use of force 
to change the present status of 
the islands. But these tiny off- 
shore islands, sticking in the 
very throat of the Chinese 
mainland, have been used by 
Chiang Kai-shek for the past 
three years as military bases 
to apply the threat of force 
against Communist China—as 
possible jumping-off places for 
an invasion of the Chinese 
mainland—with American help, 
of course. One-third of Gen. 
Chiang’s total military forces 
are now stationed on these 
islands. Indeed, the very pres- 
ence. of this preponderant por- 
tion of Chiang’s fighting forces 
on Quemoy and Matsu, an 
open provocation to Red China, 
has been cited by President 
Eisenhower as a justification 
for our defense of the islands. 

“We cannot oppose the use 
of force by Red China and at 
the same time support the 
threat of force by Chiang Kai- 


shek. | 

Useful Only to Aggressor. 

“These islands have_no stra- 
tegie value except possibly for 
aggressive purposes against the 
mainland of China. 

“Historically and geograph- 
ically they are part of the 
mainland of China. 

“I am opposed to the Com- 
munist regime of China, and 
all its attitudes and. works. I 
hold no brief for its use of the 
threat of war to attain its ob- 
jectives. But its objective, with 
regard to Quemoy and Matsu, 
is, unfortunately for us, juridi- 
cally justified.

Te the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

According to the news accounts 
Mr. Larkin and his Committee 
for Legislative Improvement will 
support a unicameral amendment 
which would abolish the State 
Senate of 34 members and retain 
the 157 members of the House 
of Representatives as the state's 
only legislative body. 

It is generally agreed that the 
only fair, basis of representation 
is one of a ratio of nearly com- 
pact geographical areas. 

Missouri’s historical arrange- 
ment of House representation 
based on counties results in great 
discrimination of representation 
against cities in a state where 
61 per cent of the population is 
urban and where rural areas are 
steadily being drained of popula- 
lation in migration to cities or to 
other states. 

According to an analysis of ap- 
portionment of state legislatures 
made by the National Municipal 
Review in 1956, Missouri's sena- 
torial districts rank third fairest 
in the nation, yet our lower house 
ranks forty-first in fairness, since 
24 per cent of the state’s popula- 
tion controls a majority of the 


ats. 

There are many compelling ar- 
guments for popular support 
a unicameral legislature, the chief 
one being to secure a small, more 
effective, simplified and represen- 
tative lawmaking body. 

Calling an already crowded 
House a Unicameral Legislature 
(and tripling the salaries of the 
157 members while freezing in 
an -inequitable method of popu- 
lar representation) would not ac- 
complish these aims.

Mr. Adams’s sécond point is as weak as 
his first.

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Lesson in Law by the Attorney General 


The Constitution Is Basic, the Court Can Interpret It, Nobody Can Flout It 


Address by William P. Rogers to 


the Natianal Conference on 
Citizenship 

Various notions have been circu- 
lated by persons opposed to the 
school decisions. Basically they aome 
down to this: that a decision of the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
interpreting the Constitution of the 
United Sta is something less than 
an authoritative expression of the 


Ww. 

. This is an unsound notion which 
causes misunderstanding and confu- 
sion. 

When our forefathers, represent- 
ing the sovereign people, éstablish- 
ed ordained the Constitution, 
they provided 
that it “shall be 
the supreme law

of the land.” Ob- 
viously this is a 
of fundamental con- 
cept. 
Public Opinion The .Constitu- 


tion, however, is 
brief and in many 
important re- 
spects is couched in general .terms. 
It is; in Chief Justice Marshall's 
words, a charter of government “in- 
tended to endure for ages to come, 


and consequently to, be met 
Article III provides that “the judi- 


cial power of the United States, shall 
be'vested in one Supreme Court, and 
in such inferior courts as the Con- 
gress may from time to time ordain 
and establish.” To assure the su- 
premacy of the Constitution, the 
jurisdiction of the Supreme Court 
was defined to.extend to all contro- 
versies arising under the Constitu- 
tion, including, specifically, those to 
which the states were party. 

The establishment of this judicial 
power was essential ‘to the new plan 
of government. The framers of our 
Constitution had experienced gov- 
ernment under the Articles of Con- 
federation, which made no provision 
for a federal judiciary. Under that 
system, as you will recall, each state 
jealously preserved the right to be 
the final judge of jts own powers. 

The framers were determined that 
this mistake should not be repeated. 
They concluded that if a nation were 
to be forged, an independent federal 


judiciary must be created to deter- 


mine, aniong other things, the Con- 
stitutional rights of the individual in 
relation to one another and in 
relation to the United States. 

The vital role that the court wad 
intended to fill as the final arbiter in 
constitutional controversies was re- 
affirmed in the first Judiciary Act 
of 1789. That act, passed by a Con- 
gress in which: the framers of the 
Constitution were the most promi- 


nent members, explicitly defined the 
Supreme Court’s jurisdiction to ad- 
judicate cases involving the claim 
that a state statute, or action taken 
pursuant to a state law, is repugnant 
to the Constitution. 

The concept that the judiciary fi- 
nally must determine challenges to 
the -constitutionality of acts of the 
federal and state governments is cen- 
tral to our political structure. It 
provides the means by which consti- 
tutional: conflicts are resolved, the 
means which enable us to remain a 
country of numerous states united in 
a single nation. 

To come back to the school segre- 
gation cases, the clause in the Con- 
stitution which the court was called 
upon to interpret is the clause in 
the Fourteenth Amendment guaran- 
teeing “the equal protection of the 
laws.” The court, after long and 
careful deliberation and by unani- 
mous decision, concluded that a seg- 
regated public school system violates 
that clause. 

Of course, persons who disagree 
with decisions of the court inter- 
preting constitutional rights are free

mine for themselves when they will 
obey the decrees of the courts and 
when they will ignore them.

MYSTERY NOVELIST 


Wrote Novel a Year for 40

She’ was 82 years old. 

Mrs. Rinehart was wealthy

was believed to have earned 
her up to $9,000,000 in stage, 
screen and television sales. It 
was dramatized under the title 
of “The Bat.” 

She was a prolific writer of 
not only mysteries but books 
with a medical theme. Her in- 
terest in that subject may be 
traced to the fact that she 
married Dr. Stanley M. Rine- 
hart after training as a nurse 
herself. In World War I she 
served as a correspondent. 

Mrs. Rinehart once described | 
writing as “the hardest work 


ued to turn out her novels as 
late as her seventy-sixth year, 
when she published “The 
Swimming Pool,” a mystery 
set in Bar Harbor, Me., where 
she had a home. 

Even before publication of 
that book, it was estimated her 
novels had sold more than 10,- 
000,000 copies in 13 languages. 
Most the novels were serial- 
ized in magazines and many 
were made into movies and. 
television productions. 


Forced to Quit Work. 
By the Associated Press. 

At the age of 80, Mrs. Rine- 
hart was forced to halt her 
literary work when she con- 
tracted writer’s cramp. 

This was a serious ailment 
for her, because she wrote all 
her books in longhand, using 
one favored fountain pen for 
24 years. A painstaking crafts- 
man, she polished her books 
laboriously, writing at least 
three drafts for every one. She 
was unable to write any other 


While she was writing she 
followed a rigid schedule, work- 
ing from 10 a.m. to 3 p.m. She 
produced from 2000 to 6000 
words each day. 

She began her writing career 
because of a family setback. 
The panic of 1907 wiped out 
family investments and left 
the Rinehart’s $12,000 in debt. 
She had three young sons at 
the time she started. writing. 

Her father, an inventor, com- 
mitted suicide. Her mother, 
a helpless invalid, was acci- 
dentally scalded to death in 
her bath, unable to cry out for

help. In 1932 her husband 
died. 
Underwent Surgery 15 Times. 
She herself underwent sur- 
gery 15 times, once for cancer. 
She survived four heart attacks

In 1947, Mrs. Rinehart was 
involved in real life violence 
as bizarre as anything in her 
books. Her 65-year-old Fili- 
pino chef, who had worked for 
her for 25 years, suddenly went 
berserk and tried to kill her at 
her Bar Harbor home. Other 
servants restrained him and 
she was unhurt. The next day 
the man hanged himself in jail. 

Mrs. Rinehart was born in 
Pittsburgh in 1876. One of her 
high school teachers was Willa 
Cather, the great novelist. 

Mrs. Rinehart was a director 
of Rinehart Co., publishers. 
Her -three sons, all of whom 
live in the New York metropol- 
itan area, are actively associ- 
ated with the company—Stan- 
ley N. as president, Fred as 
vice president and Alan as a 
writer.

Arrowhead Hunt. 
On the Meramec’ 


IT’S FUNNY how experiences sometimes tie in to- 
gether.. At a casual glance, the Meramec river and the 
Tyrolean Alps would seem to have little in common. But 
for small boys, they do. 


We went out on the 
Meramec recently on an 
Indian arrowhead hunt- 
ing expedition with 
Bobby and Johnny, their

They came by for us

We took 
off in a blaze of glory, or rather, in the other family’s new 
station wagon.

Soon we were back in our driveway, trailing, 
not clouds of glory but exhaust fumes. There 
were some remarks made about automatic gadgets, 
a call to the service station and we transferred 
baggage and started out again, this time in our car. 


We pulled up at the river’s edge with a flourish and 
promptly stuck in the sand, Fortunately, the water com~- 
pany’s crew was at work and two brawny men pushed us 
out. We set up camp on a level spot near some trees— 
where the mothers spied a snake coiled about a branch. 
Bobby's father identified it as harmless, it slithered 
away, and we assured each other they’re more afraid of 
us than we are of them, a statement I’ve always somehow 
doubted. 

While the children watched a diver and the dredger 
the grown-ups cooked. Soon we had barbecued hambur- 
gers, sanded and charred hotdogs, a pile of mussel shells 
and two dead fish. Momentary excitement ensued when 
a charge of dynamite was set off to dislodge a log. After 
lunch, we settled by the river’s edge while the children 
dug in the pebbly beach and floated boats—pieces of wood 
and discarded beer cans.

You know how your memory keeps nudging 
you, and saying, “When did this happen before?” 
Suddenly it clicked, In Austria ‘we had taken a 
Tyrolean Alps tour. The tour itself was not too 
exciting but it had one high spot, a stop by a 
lake where the little boy dug in a pebbly beach 
and floated makeshift boats, and I realized how 
therapeutic it is for children, and adults, to take 
time out, even amid the world’s wonders, just 
to dig.

THE HONEYMOON IS OVER, and young Mrs. B. fs 
frightened. “We've been married only five weeks and 
already we seem to be quarreling continually,” she writes 
me. “The worst of it is that before the wedding we 
seemed to be wholly compatible—we hardly had a cross 
word with each other.

Each starts out to be “boss.” Before marriage, each 
of us is more conciliatory than he wants to be; it does 
not seem like the proper time for a quarrel! But you say 
to yourself, “After we're married I certainly won't put 
up with that sort of ng!” 


There is no longer the same glamour in 
daily life that there was previously; we used to 
appear at our best before each other. You didn’t 
know what your husband looked like when he 
needed a shave — but you know now, and so on. 


Each of you expected something from your mar- 
riage that you didn’t find in it. More specifically, you 
had an idea of what a good home is like, based on your 
early memories of your.parents’ home. You took it for 
granted that any good home would be like that; and of 


‘course you.were determined to have a good home. Un- 


fortunately, your husband hada similar ideal but based 
on his memories of his own home which was very dif- 
ferent from the one~in which you grew up. So you're 
trying to force him to be like ‘your father—which he 
can’t. be: while he’s trying to mold you into the likeness 
of his mother, whom you actually don’t resemble. 

This attempt to carry over into marriage the patterns 
of early homes is one of the common, disastrous, and 
unnecessary sources of conflict.

America’s Lag in Physical Fitness 


Expert Cites High F ailure Rate of U.S. Youngsters in Muscular Test, Lists Some Reasons 


By Bonnie Prudden 


Americans can’t peer be- 
yond their noses when it comes 
to re the of 


Weber tests of minimum mus- 
cular fitness: 


. » 57.9 per cent of the Ameri- 


can children examined failed 


one or more of the six tests. 
(At the age of 6, a shocking 82 
per cent failed.) What was the 
failure rate for European young- 
ers? A mere. 8.7 per cent. 


> 44.3 per cent of the Ameri- 
can children failed the flexibil- 
ity test. Only 8.7 per cent of 
the Europeans failed it. 


> 35 per cent of the Ameri- 
can children failed one Ms, more 
of the five strength tests. Only 
1.1 per cent of the home 
children failed any of them. 


If you're still not convinced, 
consi these test figures: The 
rate failure in little Guate- 
mala, often looked upon as a 
backward country, was 21 per 
cent---but for 6-year-olds it was 
zero. In Japan it was 15 per 
cent; in India, 39 per cent. 

The six simpie tests which 
produced these figures have 
nothing to sdo with a child's 
athletic ability. They simply 
measure his ability to meet 
minimum — not maximum, but 
minimum — standards of mus- 
cylar fitness. Here they are, 
and you might want to try 
them on your youngsters at 
home: 

Test 1: The child lies flat on 
his back, legs straight, hands 
clasped behind his neck, 
held down, He must roll him- 
self up te 'a sitting position. 

Test 2: Same position as in 
Test 1, except that this time 
the legs are bent at the knees. 
Again, all the child is asked to 
do is roll himself up to a sit- 
ting position. 

est 3: Fiat on his back, 
hands behind his neck, the 
child must raise his legs 10 
inches off the floor, keeping 
his knees straight, and hold 
them there for 10 onds. 

Test 4: The child lies on his 
stomach with a pillow placed 
under his hips. With his feet 
held down by the parent (or sis 
or brother), he must raise his 
chest, head and shoulders and 
hold them up for 10 seconds. 

Test 5: Same position as in 
Test 4. This time the child 
must raise his legs while keep- 
ing his knees straight and hold 
the position for 10 seconds. 
Hold down the upper body. 

6: The child «stands 
straight, then bends from the 
waist, knees straight, and 
touches the floor,’ holding the 
position for three seconds. In 
other words, this is “touching 
the toes” — .and it’s the test 
most often failed. 

What's behind our shameful 
failure rate? 

Parents certainly 
Exercise, for some 
strange reason, seems to have 
become taboo in the home. We 
pamper ‘our kids and aid and 
abet them in the “art” of mech- 
anized, soft living. 

Schools are perhaps the chief 
culprits. The plain fact is that 
91 per cent of the elementary 
schools in the United States, in

Case of the Hidden Bacilli

SOMETIMES a disease hides 
itself away so cleverly in a 
retess' of the human body 
that not all the skills of an 
expert diagnostician, not all 
the known laboratory tests can 
uncover a clue to its where- 
abouts. 

Then it is time—with all 
means -of direct attack re- 
pulsed—to try a sort of flank- 
ing movement, and to turn to 
the internist’s powerful ally, 
the surgeon. 

*Thus the case of a 40-year- 
old school teacher named Mar- 
garet Mason, who first saw 
her doctor with complaints of 
high fever and pains in her 
chest. Since these and other 
less obvious symptoms  ap- 
peared to point to pleurisy—a 
painful inflammation of the 
chest cavity lining—Miss Ma- 
son was put to bed and treated 

pri. ayreomycin, a “wonder 

g” “usually successful 
pe Tee the condition. She 
failed to respond, and her busy 
family physician, unable to 
find any other reason for her 
fever and pain, sent her to an 
internist. 


The internist, even with 
all his skills—based on years. 


a squeaking shoe, heard when 
the inflamed pleural tissue 


rubs together. However, 
fluoroscopic examfnation of the 
chest showed that the heart 
was enlarged, that its beats 
were restricted 
Laboratory tests proved that 
Miss Mason was anemic and 
had a rapid blood sedimenta- 
tion rate (a sure sign of in- 
fection). 


All of these facts added up 
to only one conclusion. Miss 
Mason was suffering from a 
chronic systemic disease, not 
simply an acute inflammatory 
condition. Of all the systemic 
diseases which migh® be re- 
sponsible for her particular’ 
set of symptoms, three seemed 
the most likely candidates: 
Hodgkin’s Disease (a sort of 
slow-growing cancer character- 
ized by enlargement of the 
lymph glands and spleen), dis- 
seminated lupus (an inflamma- 
tory disease which can involve 
almost any part of the body 
and which may be allergic in 
origin) and tuberculosis. 

The next step after this 
three-way diagnostic hypothe- 
sis was to give Miss Mason 
every known test designed to 
prove or disprove the presence 
of each. Discouragingty 
enough, all tests were negative. 


Now came the flanking at- 
tack.

the internist was not happy. 


Yet, there was enough of a 
hint in the success of the strep- 
tomycin, brief as it was, to 
warrant stronger measures of 
the same sort. So Miss Mason 
was placed on a regimin of 
isoniazid, a highly regarded 
drug used specifically against 
TB. Sure enough, her fever 
feily to normal, and she was 
sent home and kept on the 
drug. \ 


But why, the internist kept 
asking himself, does she show 
no single outward evidence of 
the disease? No tuberculosis 
bacilli could be found in her 


sputum or anywhere else; there |: 


was no sign of lung involve- 
ment.

Make-Believe Diplomacy 


LENINGRAD, Sept. 23. 

I HAVE JUST RECEIVED in my mail an editorial that 
was published in the New York Post on Aug.:31, and one 
sentence in particular strikes a responsive chord so far as 
I am concerned. This sentence reads: “What we need now 


—and there is no moment to lose—is a diplomatic counter- 


offensive based on a new China policy.” 


£ did reed s:news bulletin trearthe Ameriogs Rinbheny 
in Moscow about two weeks ago, giving a full account of. 
Secretary of State John Foster Dulles’s press conference at 
that time, and I must confess it made me unhappy. 


For a long time we tried to make believe that 
Russia did not exist because we hoped something 
we did not like would miraculously disappear. It 
has not disappeared. We are in danger of making — 
the same mistake about Communist China. We do 
not like her present government and we think if 
we make believe long enough that it doesn’t exist, 
it will disappear. I very much one this is danger- 
ous dreaming, 


We must accept realities: Do we want peace or de-: 


struction? Do we just talk about peaceful co-existence, or 
do we mean to try it? 


WE CAME UP to Leningrad by train and were met cor- 
dially and presented with big bouquets of flowers as we 
got off the train. Our acting president of the American As- 
sociation for the United Nations, Oscar de Lima, has his 
wife and three little girls with him, and there were flowers 
for them. The children are never forgotten, it ‘seems, in 
Russia. These youngsters are beautifully brought up and 
are very good travelers. I hope the Russians think all our 
children are as well-behaved! 


We had a final meeting here with the co-operating U.N. 
group, but since the Leningrad chapter is concerned only 
with activities in this area the discussions were very lim- 
ited. Much good will was shown, however. 


We had some time to see the sights and visited the log 
cabin in which Peter the Great lived whilé he built this 
city. It is now encased in a brick house to preserve it, but 
one can walk around inside the brick inclosure and seé all 
the furnishings of the cabin through the windows. When 
the cabin’s wooden shutters were closed at night it must 
have been completely without air, and in the summer it 
must have been very hot. The weather here at the moment 
is lovely, although at times quite cool/ 


I think this is one of the really beautiful cities | 
of the world. There are parks and monuments 
everywhere and houses with lovely facadés. The 
French influence is very evident. It is a more 
sophisticated, cosmopolitan city than is Moscow, 
and yet I think Mostow is more interesting. That 
may be because in Moscow one feels more keenly 
the changes that are taking place from day to day 
in so many lives. 


One of the Russians at the meeting gave me a copy of 
an article he had written for the American Economic As- 
sociation Bulletin on building our trade with the Commu- 
nist countries as a way to increase the cause of peace in 
the world. I found it interesting, and I hope it will be 
read by those in America who are in a position to evaluate 
this article better than I can.
